Atchison probably has the oldest 
cockroach in the world, says the Globe 
of that city. In the office of Jim Byram 
and John Robbins is an iron safe that 
was opened the other day for the first 
time in 20 years.

Prof. Charles Kennedy says it 
doesn’t seem possible that a roach 
could live to be seventy-four years old, 
and yet he is not taking a positive 
stand in the matter, and says his 
great-grandfather had a cockroach that 
was sixty-two years old when a big- 
footed woman stepped on it.

New Guinea Rich Country. 
Fortunes in cocoa could be made in 
New Guinea, says Brigadier General 
Wisdom, who states that the soil and 
climate of the country are well suited 
for growing profitable vegetation. Rice 
is imported into New Guinea, though 
rice could be grown there in abun­ 
dance. 
Another opportunity lay in 
the distillation of commercial alcohol.

British Boilers. 
j In some parts of England there are 
steam boilers still working that were 
installed from fifty to one hundred 
years ago. 
They provide active wit­ 
ness to the excellence of British en­ 
gineering. A short time ago a leading 
British holler expert had the curiosity 
to subject two old iron boilers, proba­ 
bly about sixty years old, to careful 
tests. 
He found that the old Iron 
stood up astonishingly 
well 
under 
heavy hydraulic pressure, and lie noted 
particularly that the slight cracks 
which had been formed round the rivet 
holes in the original punching had not 
extended during the working life of 
the hollers. Thus heiproved that the 
old kind of iron uaedrin these British 
boilers was hardly surpassed by the 
material employed by the finest of ui>- 
to-date plants. 


Valuable Trees. 
The trees of Borneo, the Philippines 
and New Guinea, it is said, are valu­ 
able enough to pay the allied debt. In 
these islands is the exquisite eumugon, 
whose wood Is yellow and black, like 
tortoiseshell.

Which is the hardest wood 
known. There is balete, a sort of fig 
which grows around other trees, kill­ 
ing them, and feeding on the dead 
uunk until it Is entirely consumed. 


Nation's Forest Problem. 
Every year makes the forest prob­ 
lem of the Lnited States more clear, 
says Col. William B. Greeley, chief of 
the forest service. United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture. The problem 
has two main features. The first fea­ 
ture is the rising cost of timber prod­ 
ucts, which is due; primarily to heav­ 
ier transportation charges from more 
and more distant sources of supply. 
The second leatuoe is the unproduc­ 
tive conditions of immense areas of 
land which are not adapted to agricul­ 
ture.

During the past year an average 
of 266 hunters, trappers and poisoners 
was employed under the supervision 
of the biological survey, United States 
Department of Agriculture, and many 
thousands of stockmen participated in 
the distribution of poisoned baits dur­ 
ing the organized drives against, pred­ 
atory animals. 
Part of the men em­ 
ployed were paid by the federal gov­ 
ernment and part by the states and 
other 
co-operating 
agencies, 
which 
contributed 
$196,405 
to the 
work. 
Hunters are required to turn in as 
evidence the skins or scalps of ani­ 
mals killed when found In suitable 
condition. Such positive evidence was 
obtained during the year in the case 
of 90,986 predatory animals, of which 
687 were lurge gray wolves, 27,185 
coyotes, 2,827 bobcats and Canada 
lynxes, 178 mountain lions, and 114 
bears. Bears are generally regarded 
as game animals and are protected 
by some state laws. 
No effort is made 
to take any except Individuals known 
to he destructive to stock. 
In addi­ 
tion to the dead animals secured. It 
is estimated that not less than 50,000 
coyotes were killed in connection with 
extended 
poisoning 
operations, 
but 
their carcasses were not found. 
The killing of about 80,000 preda­ 
tory animals represents a saving of 
live stock and game for the year 
amounting to over $4,000,000. Skins 
sold during this period yielded $34,- 
20*2.75, of which $22,375 was derived 
from skins taken during the same 
year. 


LIGHT GIVES QUEER EFFECTS 


Developments of Photographs Strange­ 
ly 
Affected 
by 
Colors 
Under 
Which They Are Taken. 


Curious results are obtained when 
cerinin objects arc photographed un­ 
der 
different 
lights. For 
example, 
plates of a landscape obtained by in­ 
fra-red light gives the sky a jet black 
and trees and grass as white as snow, 
ifttra-violet photographs or pictures 
obtained through a quartz h*ns heav­ 
ily silvered on one side show white 
garden flowers as quite black. 
If the moon’s whiteness were due to 
the presence of zinc oxide, then the 
localities in which this substance was 
present when photographed by ultra­ 
violet rays would not appear white, 
but black. 
This plan has been tried 
in the case of lunar photographs, and 
In the neighborhood of the crater 
Aristorchus it is clearly shown that 
there is a considerable area whereyf 
the surface material differs from that 
in its proximity. 
In ordinary light this shows no vari­ 
ation from the rest of the surface, hut 
repeated photographs taken with the 
quartz lens and silver lens prove that 
son»«; unsuspected substance exists »>n 
that spot. 
The difficulty is to de­ 
termine its nature. 
The only way at 
present, it seems, consists in photo­ 
graphing different rocks until one is 
found that presents th«* same c h a r a c ­ 
teristics as those of this district of the 
moon.

Is it pos­ 
sible that the use of soft coal, With 
smoke hanging like u blanket over 
the city, has a tendency to make it less 
cold?” 
It would take a long and precise se­ 
ries of experiments to prove this;

ity that the higher temperature might 
be due to other causes. We know 
thut the city is hotter in the summer 
than the country, but that is due to 
the reflection from the pavements and 
superheated walls of buildings.

same lines thut a smoke smudge pro­ 
tects peach and orange orchards from 
northern blasts in early spring.

-have our pure air from heaven strained 
of smoke and the sun-rays falling upon 
us Instead of the soot, we should cheer­ 
fully accept zero Instead of ten degrees 
above.

A unique and exhaustive compilation 
of the forest resources of tin* world 
has been completed by tin* Forest serv­ 
ice, United .States Department of Ag­ 
riculture. This reveals, among other 
tilings, that so far as our great struc­ 
tural and all-purpose woods—the soft 
woods—are concerned we must be­ 
come self-sufficient or go without. If 
all the available Siberian timber were 
put at the undisputed call of the Uni­ 
ted States tin* yearly export would 
hardly supply one-fourth of our an­ 
nual timber needs.

It has been shown, in the opinion 
of ce rta in scientists, that West Indian 
hurricanes and other great storms at 
sea frequently produce a remarkable 
effect upon the tides along neighbor­ 
ing coasts. 
When a temiwst is approaching, or 
passing out on the ocean, the tides 
are noticeably higher than usual, as: if 
the water had been driven In a vast 
wave before th»* storm. The influence 
extends a great distance from the cy­ 
clonic storm center, so that the ixis- 
sibility exists <>f foretelling the ap­ 
proach of a dangerous hurricane by 
means of indications furnished by the 
tide gauges situated far away from the 
place then occupied by the whirling 
winds. 
The fact that the tidal wave out­ 
strips the advancing storm shows how 
extremely sensitive the surface of the 
sea is to the changes of pressure 
brought to bear upon it by the never- 
resting atmosphere.

Growing

Field beans will grow on a variety 
of soils and perhaps will give ordi­ 
nary yields 
on 
soils 
not 
strong 
enough to produce good crops of corn 
or wheat. 
Nevertheless, the crop is 
not recommended for poor land; for a 
good yield can be made only on land 
that would produce 
good crops 
of 
corn or wheat. 
Hut beans will not 
thrive on such heavy 
land as will 
corn, nor on such light land as will 
wheat. 
Like most leguminous crops, 
beans make their 
l>est 
growth 
on 
limestone soils. 
Also clay loams well 
drained and sandy or gravelly loams 
well supplied with humus, will grow 
good crops of beans. 
Low, w et land 
is not desirable, as 
it produces

In an average Missouri season and 
under ordinary conditions of soil, the 
"yields m ay be expected to range 1k*- 
tween 6 and 10

Probably 15 bushels may be secured 
under the m ost favorable conditions. 
However, this is not so low as it may 
• eem when we consider th a t the Ik*an 
crop is a very high priced one, and 
that the average production of some 
of the leading states in bean grow- 
ng is only about 10 or 12 bushels per 
acre.

tion of clover, beans, and wheat is a 
good one. 
When the crop is to be 
followed by wheat, the early m atur­ 
ing varieties are used, as they are 
off the land early enough to perm it 
thorough preparation of the land for 
the w heat crop. 
Early and thorough preparation of 
the seed bed is necessary for a good 
crop of beans. 
The more thoroughly 
the land is fitted the better the* crop 
and the more cheaply raised,

W hen grown on poor 
land, beans are greatly helped by the 
application of stable m anure or com­ 
mercial fertilizer. 
C ertain 
experi­ 
ments have shown that applications 
of acid phosphate are likely to 
be 
profitable. 
However, it is not a gen- 
< ral practice to fertilize or 
m anure 
this crop.

though if it is to U* cultivate with 
a corn cultivator, it is more conven­ 
ient to have the rows the same dis­ 
tance apart as the corn rows.

GRANDDAD OF ALL ROACHES 


Inaect Believed to Have Entered Safe 
Seventy-Five Years Ago 8till 
la in Existence. 


Atcldsim probably has the oldest 
cockroach in the world, says the Globe 
of that city. In the office of Jim Byram 
and John Robbing is an iron safe that 
was iqiened the other day for the first 
tim e In 20 years. On that safe is a 
lock that had not been taken apart 
since 1849, the year the safe was m an­ 
ufactured. And yet when Bobbins and 
Byram took that l*« k apart the other 
day they found in it a huge cockroach 
which seemed to be dead, but revived 
within a few’ minutes and is now as 
pert as a flapper.

1849.

Prof. Charles Kennedy says It 
doesn’t seem possible that a roach 
could live to be seventy-four years olil, 
and yet he is not taking a positive 
stand in the matter, anil says his 
great-grandfather had a cockroach that 
wus slxty-two years old when a blg- 
footeil woman stepped on it. 


Organised Drives Against Enemies of 
Stockmen Yielded Good Results 
in the Past Year. 


During the past year an average 
of 290 hunters, trappers and poisoners 
was employed under the supervision 
of the biological survey, United Stntes 
Department of Agriculture, and many 
thousands of stockmen participated In 
the distribution of poisoned halts dur­ 
ing the organized drives against pred­ 
atory animals. 
P art of the men em­ 
ployed were paid by the federal gov­ 
ernm ent and part by the states and 
other 
co-operating 
ngencles, 
which 
contributed 
$196,405 
to 
the 
work. 
H unters are riHpilred to turn in as 
evidence the skins or scalps of ani­ 
mals killed when found in suitable 
condition. Such positive evidence was 
obtained during the year In the case 
of 30,986 predatory animals, of which 
687 were large gray wolves, 27,185 
coyotes, 2,827 bobcats and Canada 
lynxes, 178 mountain lions, and 114 
hears. 
Bears are generally regarded 
as game animals and are protected 
by some state laws. 
No effort is made 
to take any except individuals known 
to he destructive to stock. 
In addi­ 
tion to the dead anim als secured, It 
Is estim ated that not less than 50,000 
coyotes were killed in connection with 
extended 
poisoning 
operations, 
but 
their carcasses were not found. 
The killing of about 80,000 preda­ 
tory anim als represents a saving of 
live stock and game for the year 
am ounting to over $4,000,000. 
Skins 
sold during this period yielded $34,- 
202.75, of which $22,375 was derived 
from skins taken during the same 
year.

LIGHT GIVES QUEER EFFECTS 


Development« of Photographs Strange­ 
ly 
Affected 
by 
Co lore 
Under 
Which They Are Taken. 


Curious results are obtained when 
certain objects are photographed un­ 
der 
different 
lights. 
For 
example, 
piates of a landscape obtained by in­ 
fra-red light gives the sky a Jet black 
and trees and grass as w hite as snow, 
ifltra-vlolet photographs or pictures 
obtained through a quartz lens heav 
Hy silvered on one side show white 
f&rden flowers as quite black. 
If the moon's whiteness were due to 
the presence of zinc oxide, then the 
localities In which this substance was 
present when photographed by ultra 
violet rays would not appear white, 
but black. 
This plan has been tried 
in the case of lunar photographs, and 
In the neighborhood of the crater 
Arlstorchus it is clearly shown that 
there is a considerable area whereqf 
the surface m aterial differs from that 
in its proximity. 
In ordinary light this shows no vari­ 
ation from the rest of the surface, but 
repeated photographs taken with the 
quartz k»ns and silver lens prove that 
some unsuspected substance exists on 
th at spot. 
The difficulty is to ilc 
termine its nature. 
The only way at 
present, it seems, consists in photo­ 
graphing different rocks until one is 
found that presents the same charac­ 
teristics as those of this district of the 
moon.

Valuable Trees.

extended during the working life of 
the hollers. 
Tlius he (proved that the 
old kind of Iron usedrin these British 
boilers was hardly surpassed by the 
m aterial employed hy the finest of up- 
to-date plants.
